Resolved,  That  J.  W.  McCornac,  as  Janitor  of  this  Board,  shall  re- 
ceive a  salary  of  $2  per  day,  or  parts  of  days,  as  this  Board  shall  ac- 
tually be  in  session,  and  for  such  other  and  further  days  as  the  Clerk 
of  this  Board  shall  certify  that  the  services  of  a  Janitor  are  necessary.

Mr.  Smith  offered  the  following  resolution  and  moved 
its  adoption  : 
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Whereas,  A  Committee  was  appointed  to  purchase  fuel,  and 

Whereas,  The  said  Committee  have  expended  considerable  sums 
of  money  for  advertising-  for  bids,  outside  of  making-  charges  for  their 
services  :   Therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Sheriff  of  Dutchess  County  shall  have  charge  of 
the  purchase  of  the  fuel  for  the  County  Buildings  located  in  the  City 
of  Poughkeepsie,  and  shall,,  at  such  time  or  times  as  it  may  be  neces- 
sary, notify  dealers  in  fuel  in  the  City  of  Poughkeepsie  to  send  in 
bids,  and  shall  let  his  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder ;  said  sheriff  to  act 
without  compensation. 

Mr.  Cline  offered  the  following  resolution  and  moved 
its  adoption  : 

Resolved,  That  all  money  or  moneys  due  the  County  from  the  State 
of  New  York  be  paid  to  the  County  Treasurer  of  Dutchess  County. 

Resolution  adopted. 

Mr.  Parker  offered  the  following  resolution  and  moved 
its  adoption : 

Whereas,  From  time  to  time,  quite  extensive  outlays  have  been 
made  on  the  Public  Buildings  of  this  County,  under  the  direction  of 
committees  appointed  to  have  charge  of  said  Buildings  ;  and 

Whereas,  Said  Committees,  or  some  member  thereof,  have  made 
charges  against  the  County  for  their  services  in  supervising  said 
work ; and 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  some  of  said  charges,  for  said  super- 
vision, have  caused  unnecessary  outlay  in  the  County :  Be  it  there- 
fore 

Resolved,  That  the  Sheriff  of  Dutchess  County  shall  be  empowered 
to  make  any  and  all  necessary  repairs  and  improvements  on  said  Pub- 
lic Buildings,   when  the  repairs  and  improvements  then  necessary 
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shall  not  exceed  the  outlay  of  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  all 
and  every  such  expenditure,  so  made  by  said  Sheriff,  shall  be  report- 
ed, in  an  itemized  statement  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said 
County,  first  to  convene  after  said  outlay ;  and,  further,  the  said 
Sheriff  shall  make  no  charges  for  his  services  in  contracting,  super- 
vising, overseeing  or  reporting  such  work. 

Resolution  adopted. 

Mr.  Brown  offered  the  following  resolution  and  moved 
its  adoption : 

Whekeas,  A  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  1893  that  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings  be  directed  to  pay  all 
bills  contracted  by  said  committee  by  draft  on  County  Treasurer  ;  and 

Whereas,  This  provision  does  not  give  suitable  time  to  examine 
into  such  bills,  contracted  by  said  committee  :  Therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  said  provision  be  rescinded,  and  is  hereby  repealed.

Sesolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  Chair  to 
enquire  into,  and  take  such  steps  as  in  their  judgment  be  necessary, 
to  procure  back  from  the  State  to  the  County  of  Dutchess  money 
advanced  by  said  County  in  maintaining  Drake  Draw-Bridge  after 
it  had  become  a  State  charge.

RULES  OF  THE  BOARD. 

I.  The  Chairman  having  taken  the  chair  the  roll  shall  be  called, 
and,  a  quorum  being  present,  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  day,  which 
shall  be  regularly  kept  by  the  Clerk,  shall  be  read  to  the  end  that 
mistakes  therein  may  be  corrected. 

II.  The  order  of  Business  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  Presentation  of  Petitions. 

2.  The  Reception  of  Reports. 

3.  Motions,  Resolutions,  Bills  and  Notices. 

4.  Unfinished  Business  generally. 

III.  No  member  shall  converse  with  another,  or  otherwise  interrupt 
the  business  of  the  Board  while  the  Journal  or  other  papers  are  being 
read ;  and  when  the  Chairman  is  putting  a  question  no  member  shall 
walk  out  or  across  the  room,  nor  when  a  member  is  speaking  pass  be- 
tween him  and  the  Chairman,  nor  interrupt  him,  except  to  call  him 
to  order. 
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IV.  Every  member,  when  he  speaks,  shall  address  the  Chair ;  and 
when  two  or  more  members  rise  at  once,  the  Chairman  shall  name 
the  member  who  is  to  speak. 

V.  When  a  question  has  been  once  put  and  decided,  it  shall  not  be

In  transmitting  this,  my  first  annual  report,  to  your  Honorable  body, 
I  respectfully  invite  your  attention  to  the  accompanying  table  of  stat- 
istics in  relation  to  the  public  schools  in  the  First  Csmmissioner 
District  of  Dutchess  County,  which  I  have  compiled  for  your  informa- 
tion. 

Although  the  first  year  of  my  term  of  office  has  not  yet  expired,  I 
have  performed  all  the  clerical  duties  of  my  office,  and  have  suc- 
ceeded in  making  nearly  two  hundred  official  visits  to  the  schools 
under  my  charge. 
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I  find  the'schools,  as  a  whole,  in  a  prosperous  condition,  having 
teachers  in  charge  who  are  generally  competent,  earnest,  pains- 
taking workers,  giving  their  best  efforts  to  develop  the  mental  powers 
of  the  pupils  intrusted  to  their  care. 

During  the  year  I  have  held  seven  Uniform  Examinations  for  Com- 
missioners' Certificates,  and  have  had  an  aggregate  of  224  candidates 
in  those  classes,  while  only  146  different  candidates  were  examined. 

Of  these,  98  were  licensed,  as  follows :  First  grade,  4.  Second 
grade,  46.  Third  grade,  48.  At  the  present  time  there  are  180  teach- 
ers employed  in  this  Commissioner's  District,  and  they  are  licensed 
as  follows  :  Four  hold  State  certificates.  Forty  are  graduates  of  State 
Normal  Schools.  Thirty-two  hold  first-grade  certificates.  Seventy- 
eight  hold  second-grade  certificates,  and  twenty-six  third  grade.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Dutchess  County,  JVi  Y. : 

Gentlemen : 

In  making  this,  my  first  annual  report  of  the  Schools  of  the  Second 
Commissioner  District  of  Dutchess  County,  I  would  call  attention  to 
the  following  table,  which  contains  most  of  the  statistics  of  general 
interest  with  reference  to  them  : 
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Since  the  first  day  of  January  last  I  have  held  eight  Uniform 
Examinations  for  teachers'  certificates,  at  which  124  different  candi- 
dates for  these  teaching  credentials  have  been  present.  As  a  result 
of  the  work  done  at  these  examinations  I  have  issued  2  first,  23 
second  and  29  third  grade  certificates. 

The  Teachers'  Institute  for  the  Second  District  was  held  in  the  Starr 
Institute,  Rhinebeck,  during  the  week  from  Oct.  29  to  Nov.  2  inclu- 
sive. The  attendance  of  the  teachers  was  but  little  less  than  perfect, 
the  only  absences  being  fully  excused ;  while  the  work  of  the  con- 
ductor, Prof.  Welland  Hendrick,  and  of  his  assistants  was  highly 
instructive  and  interesting. 

Up  to  the  present  time  I  have  made  109  official  visits,  most  of  them 
in  the  closing  weeks  of  the  school  year,  which  ended  on  the  31st  of 
July  past. 

All  the  schools  of  the  district  were  in  session  last  year  for  the  legal 
term  or  longer ;  and  the  same  condition  is  likely  to  be  maintained 
this  year,  as  all  are  now  in  session  but  one,  and  provision  has  been 
made  for  opening  that  on  the  26th  of  the  present  month. 

The  condition  of  the  school  houses  is,  in  nearly  every  instance, 
excellent.  A  few  are  unprovided  with  modern  furniture,  but  their 
number  is  steadily  decreasing,  and  we  have  reason  to  "hope  that  ere 
long  there  will  be  none.

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Dutchess,  at  their  annual 
session,  held  at  their  rooms,  at  the  Court  House  in  tlie  City  of  Pough- 
keepsie,  in  and  for  said  County,  on  the  4th  day  of  December,  1894, 
pursuant  to  the  power  vested  in  them  by  Section  273  of  Article  XII  of 
Chapter  thirty-one  of  the  General  Laws  of  1892,  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
do  ordain  and  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Trout  of  any  kind  shall  not  be  fished  for,  caught, 
killed  or  possessed,  within  the  limits  of  Dutchess  county,  between  the 
first  day  of  August  in  each  year  and  the  first  day  of  May  following. 

Section  2.  No  person  shall,  after  the  1st  day  of  May,  1895,  fish 
for,  catch,  kill  or  possess,  within  the  limits  of  said  County  of  Dutchess, 
any  speckled  or  brook  trout,  for  the  purpose  of  selling  or  marketing 
the  same  ;  nor  take  or  receive  any  fee,  hire,  barter  or  reward  from 
another  for  the  catching  or  killing  of  any  such  fish  for  such  other 
person  ;  nor  shall  any  person,  company  or  corporation,  market,  sell, 
have  in  possession  to  sell,  offer  for  sale  or  attempt  to  sell,  any  speckled 
or  brook  trout,  if  caught  or  killed  within  the  said  County  of  Dutchess. 

Section  3.  No  person,  company  or  corporation  shall  carry,  ship 
or  transport  from  one  point  to  another,  either  within  or  without  said 
County  of  Dutchess,  any  speckled  or  brook  trout  caught  or  killed 
within  said  County  of  Dutchess  ;  provided  the  same  are  being  shipped, 
carried  or  transported  for  the  purpose  of  selling  or  marketing,  or 
when  the  same  are  not  accompanied  by  the  owner  thereof. 
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Section  4.  Any  and  every  person,  company  or  corporation  viola- 
ting any  of  the  provisions  or  restrictions  of  this  act,  shall  be  liable  to 
a  penalty  of  $25  for  each  violation  thereof  and  in  addition  thereto 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  $10  for  each  speckled  or  brook  trout 
had  in  possession,  caught,  killed,  marketed,  sold,  attempted  to  be 
sold,  carried  or  transported  contrary  to  or  in  violation  of  any  pro- 
vision or  restriction  of  this  act. 

Section  5.  All  penalties  provided  for  or  imposed  by  this  act  or 
ordinance  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered,  judgment  thereon  had  and 
executions  enforced,  and  the  proceeds  or  recovery  applied  or  dis- 
tributed as  provided  in  Article  X  of  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws 
of  1892,  of  the  State  of  New  York,  for  the  collection  and  enforcement 
of  penalties  provided  for  in  said  Chapter ;  or  as  otherwise  provided 
by  law  for  the  collection  and  enforcement  of  penalties. 

Section  6.     This  act  or  ordinance  shall  take  effect  May  1st,  1895.

Mr.  Brown,  from  the  Committee  to  appear  before  the 
State  Board  of  Equalization,  presented  the  following  re- 
port: 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County,  of  Dutchess  : 

Your  Committee,  heretofore  appointed  to  represent  the  County  of 
Dutchess  before  the  State  Board  of  Assessors  and  the  State  Board  of 
Equalization,  respectfully  report : 
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Mr.  J.  L.  Williams,  of  Poughkeepsie,  had  been  retained  as  Coun- 
sel by  the  Committee  because  of  his  long  familiarity  with  the  subject, 
and  on  the  appointment  of  the  present  Committee  he  was  continued. 
Various  methods  we're  taken  in  making  comparisons  between  sev- 
eral Counties  of  the  State  which,  in  wealth  and  population,  would 
average  fairly  with  Dutchess  County. 

These  comparisons  showed  that  Dutchess  had  been  for  several  years 
too  highly  equalized  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  work  alluded  to,  the  bona  fide  conveyances  in  all  the 
Towns  of  the  County,  from  July,  1886,  to  July,  1893,  were  taken  from 
the  records,  and  after  comparison  with  the  assessments  against  each 
sale,  and  striking  out  all  improper  sales,  the  result  showed  that  upon 
the  basis  of  these  sales,  each  town  of  the  County  was  assessed  at  the 
following  per  centages  of  full  value  :

Thus  showing  an  average  assessment  for  the  County  of  .  7990  per 
cent. 
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There  was  returned  to  the  Comptroller  increased  assessments  of 
real  property  in  the  State  last  year  amounting  to  $160,000,000.  A 
part  of  this  was  new  property  and  a  portion  represented  increased 
assessments  upon  old  property. 

The  practice  has  sometimes  been  to  spread  a  certain  percentage  of 
this  annual  increase  on  the  whole  State  or  on  those  Counties  having 
a  lower  assessment  than  that  fixed  as  the  general  average  of  the  State. 

Our  County  took  none  of  this  increase. 

The  State  Board  of  Assessors  very  kindly  appointed  a  special  meet- 
ing in  the  City  of  New  York,  on  the  27th  day  of  August,  1894,  at 
which  time  your  Committee  attended  with  Counsel,  all  the  State  As- 
sessors being  present.  Your  Committee  presented  oral  and  written 
arguments  showing  and  sustaining  the  position  that  the  equalization 
of  Dutchess  had  been  too  high. 

The  argument  of  Counsel  was  subsequently  presented  to  the  State 
Board  of  Equalization  at  their  annual  meeting  in  Albany. 

The  efforts  of  your  committee  were  attended  with  very  gratifying- 
results.  The  County,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  local  assess- 
ors returned  increased  assessments  of  real  estate,  amounting  to 
$626,000,  the  large  increase  in  the  State,  as  before  stated,  was  re- 
duced in  the  State  equalization  over  $100,000  lower  than  last  year. 

This  result  has  effected  a  saving  to  the  tax-payers  of  the  County  of 
about  $6,000.00 

Your  Committee  are  satisfied,  from  a  careful  examination  of  this 
very  important  subject,  that  Dutchess  County  should  be  equalized 
still  lower  than  for  this  year. 

This  can,  however,  be  accomplished  only  by  following  the  policy 
of  other  Counties  in  keeping  before  the  State  Board  of  Equalization 
the  claims  of  our  County,  sustained  by  figures  and  facts  which  can- 
not be  successfully  controverted. 

With  the  pressure  coming  from  many  other  counties  asking  for 
lower  equalization  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  cannot  be  ex- 
pected to  understand  the  real  situation  in  any  county  unless  these 
matters  and  figures  are  especially  called  to  their  attention. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  recommend  that  a  Committee  be  ap- 
pointed, with  the  same  power  as  given  to  this  Committee,  to  the  end 
that  Dutchess  County  may  be  justly  equalized  by  the  State  Board  of 
Equalization  for  1895. 
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All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

April  13,  1885  ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York ,•  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows : 
Section  1.  The  second  section  of  the  act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  au- 
thorize the  confinement  of  persons  convicted  of  certain  offences  in  the 
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County  of  Dutchess  in  the  Penitentiary  of  the  County  of  Albany,  and  to 
prescribe  the  punishment  of  certain  offences,"  passed  April  fifteenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows  :  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  court,  police  justice,  justice  of 
the  peace,  or  other  magistrate  by  whom  any  person  may  be  sentenced 
in  the  County  of  Dutchess,  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  two  months,  for 
any  crime  or  misdemeanor  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail,  to  sentence  such  person  to  imprisonment  in  the 
Albany  County  Penitentiary,  there  to  be  received,  kept  and  em- 
ployed in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law  ;  and  such  court,  justice  or 
other  magistrate,  shall  cause  such  person  so  sentenced  to  be  con- 
veyed forthwith,  by  some  proper  officer,  to  said  penitentiary ;  and  the 
officers  thus  conveying  such  convicts  shall  be  paid  such  fees  and  ex- 
penses therefor  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  said  County  of 
Dutchess  shall  direct. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  section  that  all  costs  in  cases  of  mis- 
demeanor are  Town  charges  up  to  the  commitment ;  after  commit- 
ment, the  fees  of  officers  for  transporting  to  jail  or  penitentiary  are 
County  charges.  Nothing  is  a  Town  charge  after  the  prisoner  is 
committed. 

Chapter  261  of  the  Laws  of  1854,  as  amended  by  Chapter  402  of  the 
Laws  of  1855,  applies  specially  to  Dutchess  County,  and  the  fees  and 
expenses  for  transporting  prisoner  are  such  as  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors of  Dutchess  County  shall  allow  and  direct. 

The  fees  of  officers  as  fixed  by  the  General  Statutes  do  not  apply, 
this  being  a  special  act  authorizing  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  fix 
the  amount  of  the  fees,  and  are  County  charges. 

TOWN  CHARGES.
